The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Bridgwater. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough,  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  1958.  The  report  is  set  out 
in  the  manner  of  previous  years,  so  that  comparison  with  former 
reports  can  easily  be  made. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  more  or  less  the  same 
as  in  xhe  previous  year,  but  as  the  population  h^^s  increased 
the  birth  rate  shov/ed  a further  decline.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  has  also  shown  an  increase  with  a corresponding  rise  in 
the  death  rate,  but  the  increase  V'/as  confined  to  people  in  the 
older  age  groups  mainly  over  the  age  of  70  years.  Deaths  of 
middle  aged  persons  actually  showed  a decrease. 

Because  of  a particularly  wet  summer  it  was  not 
necessary  to  curtail  the  mains  water  supply  as  in  previous  years 
The  provision  of  adequate  v/ater  storage  facilities  becomes 
however  a matter  of  increasing  urgency  ana  the  Council  proceeded 
as  quickly  as  possible  v/ith  their  proposals  for  the  construction 
of  the  new  Hav;kridge  reservoir. 

Probably  the  most  important  development  in  preventive 
medicine  in  the  year  under  review  has  been  the  expansion  of  the 
scheme  for  inraunisation  against  poliomyelitis.  Limitation  in  th 
supply  of  vaccine  necessitated  the  restriction  of  immunisation 
to  those  exposed  ro  the  greatest  risk,  and  at  first,  apart  from 
certain  adults,  immunisation  was  available  only  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  fifteen  years.  The  upper  age 
lim.it  was  later  raised  to  include  people  up  to  the  age  of  tuventy 
five  years,  but  as  is  now  well  known,  the  initial  response  from 
these  people  was  most  disappointing  and  it  was  not  until  the 
death  of  a well  known  footballer  that  the  demands  for  immunisa- 
tion became  almost  overwhelming. 


I should  like  to  talie  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
m^'  grateful  appreciation  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the 
help  £jid  consideration  ’which  I have  received  and  for  the 
friendly  co-operation  extended  to  me  my  fellow  officers.

After  allov/ing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  the 
Registrar  General’s  figures  show  that  there  v/ere  394  "births 
(213  hoys  and  176  girls)  in  the  Borough  during  1958s,  being  1 
birth  more  than  in  1957*  Of  these  births  14  were  illegitimate. 
This  is  3»55^o  of  the  total  live  births,  as  compared  writh  5»1% 
in  1S57. 


The  Registrar  General  provides  a comparability  factor 
for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  birth  rate  of  the  Borough 
comparable  with  that  of  a district  the  population  of  w'hich  is 
of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution.  Accordingly  when  the 
birth  rate  is  multiplied  by  this  factor,  the  product  represents 
the  birth  rate  for  comparison  with  other  districts.  The  birth 
rate  for  Bridgwater  for  1958  adjusted  in  this  manner  is  lowered 
from  15«83  to  15-03  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  'ales  ws.s  l6.4.  Bridgwater,  being  a prosperous 
town  with  diversity  of  industry  attracting  labour,  will  obviously 
have  a higher  proportion  of  families  of  child  bearing  age  and 
consequently  more  favourable  crude  vital  statistics  than  a town 
with  a l-^rge  proportion  of  elderly  retired  people.

9 still  births  were  regist.‘.red  during  the  year.  All 
were  legitimate.  This  number  v/hich  gives  a rate  of  22.84  per 
1,000  total  births,  or  0.36  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
lower  than  that  for  1957  (0.57) » The  provisional  National  Rate 
for  1958  was  21.6  per  1,000  total  births. 


Deaths. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
1958  v/as  348.  Of  these  80  were  deaths  of  non-ro-sidents  and 
were  transferred  to  the  districts  in  which  the  persons  ordinarily 
resided.  There  7/ere,  on  the  other  hand,  33  deaths  of  Bridgwater 
residents  registered  outside  the  Borough.  The  total  corrected 
number  of  do-aths  assigned  to  the  Borough  was  30I  (156  males  and 
145  females).  This  was 23  nore  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  gave  a 
crude,  death  rate  of  12.09. 
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■his  cruae  death  rat<_  cannot  he  used  to  compare  the 
mortality  v/ith  that  of  other  districts;  as  the  populations  of 
all  areas  are  not  similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and 
sox  distribution.  The  Registrar  i-eneral  supplies  an  "Area 
Comparability  Factor"  and  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  hy 
this  figure  can  then  he  com.pared  with  the  death  rate  of  the 
country  as  a ’>/holu  p or  'v/ith  the  mortality  of  any  othur  local 
area.  The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  10.88  p^r  IjOOO 
of  the  population  and  this  compared  with  11,7  for  England  and 
!a  1 o s o

The  Council  ha.ve  continued  lo  press  for  more  adeguate 
hospical  accommiodation  in  Bridg^.vater  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  some  it.iprovement  will  follow  on  the  accuisition  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  of  the  coal  yard  site  on  the  North  side 
of  the  existing  buildings.  Further  extension  of  'che  hospital 
up  to  ihe  Broadway  relief  road  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  undertaken 
in  the  not  distant  future. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics. 


Midwives  ante-natal  clinics  which  were  held  twice 
weekly  at  the  Health  Centre  have  been  discontinued  and  are  hv^ld 
at  the  I.'iary  Stanley  Nursin^  Home,  In  addition  doctors’ 
ante-natal  clinics  are  h^  Id  there;  on  ihree  sessions  per  week 
and  are  staffed  by  general  practitioners  from  the  town  who  are 
interested  in  .maternity  v/ork.  These  clinics  are  of  considerable 
benefit  lo  patients,  midwives  and  doctors. 

The  usual  clinics  held  at  the  Health  Centre  on  the 
first  Monday  and  '.Wednesday  of  the  month  for  taking  blood  samples 
from  expectant  mothers  for  determination  of  Rhesus  Factor, 
blood  grouping,  etc. , are  continued  as  heretofore.

Rov/adays  most  children  v/ho  are  inmiunised  against 
diphtheria  are  at  the  same  time  protected  against  whooping  cough 
hy  means  of  a comhined  vaccine,  h report  issued  hy  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  which  was  based  on  statistical  evidence, 
showed  that  inoculation  with  combined  prophylactics  used  against 
diphtheria  or  whooping  cough  involved  some  risk  of  provoking 
paralysis  duo  to  poliomyelitis,  should  the  child  subseciuently 
come  ■ into  contact  v/ith  the  polio  virus.  The  risk  varies 
according  to  the  time  of  the  year  and  the  type  of  prophylactic 
used. 

This  report  was  considered  and  on  the  advice  oi  the 
Ministry  of  Health  the  use  of  combined  vaccined  was  discontinued. 
However,  many  parents  were  adamant  in  their  demand  for 
immunisation  of  their  children  against  whooping  cough,  and  it 
was  felt  that  the  freCj.uent  injections  reeguired  for  separate 
inimunisation  against  v/hooping  cough  and  diphtheria  was 
undesirable  for  young  children  and  might  prejudice  the  most 
successful  campaign  against  diphtheria.  At  the  same  time 
regard  was  had  to  the  extensive  prograimme  of  Dnmunisat ion  against 
poliomyelitis  which  v/as  envisaged  and  a compromise  was  reached 
whereby  combined  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
was  used  during  the  period  October  to  April  inclusive,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  whe  year,  when  the  risk  of  concracting 
poliomyelitis  v/as  higher,  separate  vacciA^  v/as  used.  Now  that 
a high  proportion  of  youn^  infants  are  in  fact  immunised 
against  poliomyelitis,  it  may  be  unnecessary  to  restrict  the 
use  of  combined  vaccines,  and  a lead  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  is  awaited. 


School  Clinic.
